EMPEROR AGAIN? 
Jan, 8. 


On or about January 15 it is 
expected that Mr. Pu Yi, the 
Regent and Chief Executive of 
the Manchoukuo administration, 
will once more be an Emperor. 
As Husan Tung he reigned in 

Peking from 1908 to 1912. For 
‘two short weeks in July, 1917, he 
was restored to. the ‘Imperial 
state, In March, 1932, he became 
Regent of the newly-created 
State of Manchouluo, recognised 
only, by the Japanese Empire 
whence his authority was mainly 
derived. Mr. Pu Yi, or the former 
Emperor Hsuan Tung, has no 
reason to bo diffident in accept- 
ing the further honours offer: 
to him by the Japanese. It is 
generally admitted that, after his 
abdication, he was by no means 
well-treated by the new regime 
in China. He can hardly be 
reproached for accepting the 
position which the turn of events 
in Manchuria threw open to him, 
So far as ean be judged, he and 
his consort have filled their 
allotted roles in Changchun with 
dignity and discretion, ‘They 
have made no extravagant claims 
and ifthe State of Manchoukuo 
required a Manchu figurehead, 
the Japanese organisers of the 
new ‘administration could have 
made no better choice for the 
Chief Executive than the person 
of the amiable young man whom 
Fate had illetreated and yet 
‘spared, when the Imperial throne 
of China was brought to the 
dust, Whatever views may be 
held by Chinese in Manchuria 
regarding the course of events 
since September, 1931, they may 
perhaps derive some ‘solace for 
national ‘pride in the nominal 
chieftainship now installed at 
Changchun, Whether he now be 
called up to assume the Imperial 
style may be a matter of in- 
difference to. them. It is not 
+ likely to meet with their resont- 
ment. ‘That it will enable the 
Japanese to proceed definitely 
with the larger designs for the 
Inclusion of Mongolia with Man- 
churia in a buffer state will 
arouse no special surprise. 
‘That probably is the key to 
the situation, An interesting 
summing up of the feeling in the 
North on the suggested revival 
of the Emperor's dignity, albeit 
with the power left in other 
hands, was given yesterday in a 
message from this journal's 
Peking correspondent. Sir 
Reginald Johnston's views, as 
cabled by Havas a few days'ago, 
must perhaps not be ass 
the basis of that nec 
brief precis. At the same 
from — other "expressions 
opinion which Sir Reginald has 
made public from time to time; 
it is reasonable to suggest that 
he labours under. the delusion 
that there is considerable en- 
thusiasm for the restoration of 
the Empire among the Chinese 
in the North. This delusion is 
forcefully exposed for what it is 
“by the message from Peking: 
Sir Reginald would probably not 
be thrilled by the list of cham- 
pions assigned to the Imperi 
cause: the 130,000 troops former- 
ly under Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
Vang and the Manchu and 
‘Mongol population of the North: 
For tho purposes of the argu- 
ment which Sir Reginald and his 
friends seck to establish, it 
= Would be necessary to find that 
the restoration of the Empire 
appealed to the imagination of 
‘the masses and commanded the 
support of an appreciable section 
of the educated and commercial 
classes. That condition, accord- 
ing to the message from Peking, 
is not fulfilled. In other words, 
the most that can be said for the 
restoration of the Empire in 
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Peking is that it would bring a 
negative sort of Balm to the 
North's acute dissatisfaction 
ith the Government at Nan- 
king. Any attempt therefore to 
discuss the Japanese plan for 
jelevating the former Emperor 
in Changchun, in terms 
monarehical revival in Chins 
must be regarded as the product 
of a fundamental  misappre- 
hension of the situation. It is 
exceedingly doubtful, to say the 
least of it, whether the Japanese 
have any such thought in their 
minds. “Nor will it be inferred 
that the Imperial state with 
which they propose to invest Mr. 
Pu Yi is anything more than the 
pale simulacrum of that which 
formerly was enshrined in the 
Forbidden City. 

Discussion of the proposed 
change in the slatus of the 
Regent of Manchoukuo cannot 
profitably range round the issues 
with which the Lytton Commis- 
sion and, ultimately, the League 
of Nations have dealt. It is an 

id pastime to argue that the 
restoration of the Emperor at 
Changchun has any significance 
for“Chinese in China proper. 
‘There is n not altogether ill 
founded conviction that Japan's 
recent coldness on the recogni- 
tion of Manchoukuo is in some 
degree due to the march of 
events. Annexation of Man- 
choukuo, with the necessary 
suezerainty over Mongolia, 
where, as the official Japanese 
tements would say, Japan has 
pecial interests,” may effective 
ly dispose of difficulties hitherto 
presented iby the Leagu 
findings. Mongolia is geographi- 
cally and politically a vague 
term. It is no less blessed than 
Mesopotamia once was. ‘The 
independent Mongolian princes 
jare adepts in the art of playing 
off one of their powerful neigh- 
bours against the other. For 
their dealings with Russia they 
would not be at all disinclined 
to be able to rely on the support 
of Japan. In the present state 
jof China, where the Government 
has had to allow the doctrine of 





























regional autonomy to” obtain 
generous interpretation, the 
Mongolian princes would’ prefer 
relations with — Manchoukuo. 


Their own conservative notions 
of personal rule would be mor 
in consonance with the atmos- 
Dhere at Changchun, where they 
would also find a further and, by 
no means the least, important 
jadveatage of strength derived 
from the ultimate authority in 
‘Tokyo. On this note it may be 
surmised that the direction of 
Japanese policy has been con- 
peentrated. Ever since the first 
move in| September, 1931, the 
General Staff has plainly kept 
in mind the goal of the buffer 
Mongolian State stretching from 
the Gulf of Pechihli northwards 
to the Great Khingan Mountains, 
And, however the problem has 
‘been discussed on Tokyo's behalf 
in Geneva, or elsewhere, the 



























dispositions of the Japanese War 
Office have never relaxed grip 
of the main political objective, 





which is designed to create a 
sure shield for Japan’s economic 
curity in the day of that 
ultimate clash with Russia. If, 
in the process, the fabric of 
‘hina should become even more 
sorely riddled and torn, that 
would be regarded as purely 
China's affair. So the separatism 
of Canton, ‘the defiance of 
Fukien, the’ internal dissensions 
at Nanking, the turbulence of 
Szechuen and the sovietisation of 
Kiangsi, would leave Tokyo cold. 
So long as Peking was well 
within hail of the Manchoukuo 
wardens of Jehol and Charhar, 
the plan would proceed.

of Inquiry seems to have come 
fo the conclusion that the 
regulations governing the opera- 
ms of the machines need 
Jamendment, for it expresses the 
view that passenger planes 
should not be allowed to fly 
where there is less than a 500-fect 
ceiling and one mile visibi 
Air-travel, considering 
fancy, has been remarkably free 
from ' serious accidents.

BRUTUM FULMEN?

John Doe emerges from his 
own Rolls Royce, shakes the 
creases out of his fur coat and 
throws away the stump of his 
‘Corona Corona. He then enters 
the British Consulate, declares 
that his proper registration fee 
is $5, as he cannot admit that his 





income is over $400 a month, and 
blandly adheres to that position. 
This journal advisedly refuses 
to answer legal conundrums. 
Therefore this pen picture of 
John Doe is given without pre- 
Judice, as the lawyers say. But 
it would exceedingly like to know 
whether the British Consulate 
‘can refuse registration to John 
Doe—assuming that he be a non- 
official—and_ then subsequently 
prosecute him successfully for 
failure to register. In the days 
before the Irish Free State 
enjoyed the freedom of ‘Sinn 
Fein, the British Sunday Closing 
Act was supposed to apply to the 
distressful country, then under 
the heel of a tyrannical British 
Lord Lieutenant. Mr. Michael 
O'Dooley, the genial proprietor 
jofthe Acushla Arms, had no 
|dificulty. He stood at the door 
of loon bar—bottles at the 
Jother entrance—and as his 
\fellow-townsmen and next door 
neighbours made their appeat 
ance on a Sunday, he affected a 
|beautiful ignorance of their 
iweek-day existence. With the 
blessed words: “Bona fide 
jfraveller,” he ushered them into 
|the bar, whose appearance must 
have seemed to them vaguely 
Can the British 
officials “at ‘the Consulate do 
otherwise with John Doe, or Jane 
Doe for that matter? Unless the 
|new Order in Council contains 
hitherto unrevealed provisions 
‘they appear to have no power to 
demand disclosure of the Doe 
income except for income-tax 
purposes which do not come into 
their philosophy-as yet. 
an it be that some amiable 
gentlemen in’ Whitehall. have 
overlooked the fact that the 
world is not made up entire- 
ly of folks. whose salaries 
are set out in the official 
civil list or indicated in 
Whitater? Surely they cannot 
think that the British Shanghai- 
lander is an unsophisticated 
creature who will eregard the 
payment of the higher registra- 
tion fee a privilege to be eagerly 
assumed? If the object is to 
ise more funds for the transac. 
tions of the nation’s affairs by 
a process of voluntary subscrip- 
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tion, no doubt British subjects 
in Shanghai will be glad to 
consider it on chat basis, ‘They 
might even contemplate the out- 
line of a plan similar to that of 
the Borough of Bumbiedom. 
Bumbledom’s noble and worthy 
Mayor was Mr. Josiah Buggins. 
He sought to raise funds for the 
local Chimney Sweepers’ In- 
firmary. He obtained the sup- 
Rort of the Lord Lieutenant for 
a subscription dance and the 
donations were invited on a 
graduated scale. Donors of 
£100 could obtain the Lord 
Lieutenant as partner for their 
respective wives in the course of 
the dance. So the list proceed- 
ed, until at the end came the 
modest statement: “Donors of 
£10 can shake hands with His 
Worship the Mayor.” ‘There 
was some rhyme and not a little 
reason about that historic 
episode in Bumbledom's crowded 
story. ‘There seems to be pre- 
cious little of either in the 
announcement which the British 
Consulate has been called upon 
to make regarding registration, 
In the old days a subtle distinc- 
tion was drawn between artisans 
and other members of tho, 
British community. ‘This work- 
ed out fairly well. It is true 
that a few leading Taipans were 
reputed to have registerd at the 
lower rate on the ground that 
they were really horny-handed 
sons of toil but generally justice 
was served.

This new rule puts, how- 
lever, a premium on reticence 
which may amount to diffident 
modesty or absolute chicanery. 
Whether the proper course is to 
Pay under protest in order to 
prevent the establishment of a 
precedent which might pave the 
way for other imposts, the com- 
munity will no doubt decide for 
itself. Shanghai British are not 
likely to be pernickety.

. VOLUNTEERING 

Jan, 9 

The -Council’s special com- 
mittee on the Volunteers has 
taken a wise course in. secking 
‘the personal contact of heads of 
American and British firms. 
Such a. heart-to-heart discus. 
sion may do more to clear the 
air than any elaborate appeal 
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through the Press. ‘The lament. 
able shortage of ‘American and 
British recruits for the Shang- 
hai Volunteer Corps, in spite of 
the valiant efforts made to 
attract the taste and fancy of 
every wartior by creating special 
arms and divagations, is plainly 
not due to any lack of sporting 
intinets among the young men of 
the two communities. When they 
are so prominent in the field of 
sport here, whether it be rugger, 
baseball, polo, paper-hunting or 
shove-halfpenny, it is unlikely 
that Shanghai's Anglo-Saxons 
will, of their own accord, neglect 
the opportunity to bring down a 
magpie or two on the range or 
to form fours on the barrack 
square, or wherever it is the 
S.V.C. does form fours. ‘The key 
to the problem lies in the em- 
Ployers’ hands. They feel, 
rightly or wrongly, that 
Volunteer on their staff is a 
Uability. Some maintain that 
the Corps becomes an “alibi” for 
the “slacker. Others conside: 
that, in times of emergency, the 
military requirements accepted 
by the Volunteers entail an un- 
necessary long absence from 
office, ‘There is even the view 
that changed conditions have 
rendered the Corps obsolete and 
that the training which it gives 
is superfluous. Political “con- 
siderations have their influence 
on the diffident mind of the 
employer. The Committee is 
itself well stocked with business 
men. It will not therefore make 
the mistake of attributing this 
diffidence to a lack of public 
spirit, By frankly meeting the 
employers it is taking the proper 
measure to arrive at a suitable 
understanding. 

It is always dificult to recon- 
cile the disciplinary require. 
ments of the Army with the 
Volunteering spirit. ‘That is 
where the assistance of a Com: 
mittee for recruitment is valu- 
able. Business obligations should 
stand first with the Volunteer, 
whether in normal or abnormal 
times, for in Shanghai busl- 
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ness very essence 
of the Settlement's exis 
tence, Yet, obviously, it is 





necessary for the Corps’ to make 
its standards of efficiency more 
than purely honorific flourishes. 
‘he formula may not be easy to 
devia Perhaps it may run 
something like this: the Corps on 
its side will undertake to see that 
undergo the neces- 
n and put in the 
red parades outside business 
the employer on his side 
il consider how far those busi- 
ness hours can be adjusted to 
meet the Corps’ requirements. 
‘The onus of fulfilling obligations 
should be entirely on the should- 
er of the Volunteer. The other 
two parties are entitled to disre- 
gard any claim from him for in 
dulgence on the grouhd that their 
respective demands prevent hin 
from serving two masters. He 
has to serve two masters and he 
has to see that the service is well- 
performed, it being assumed that 
both the masters have come to a 
satisfactory agreement on sensi- 
ble lines. 


‘The Volunteer gets much out 
of service in the Corps. There- 
fore it may be fairly held that, so 
Tong’ as his employer is com- 
placent, he is under no hardship 
in. accepting the Council's my- 
thical shilling, “Of course, Tike 
every healthy private, he has his 
own ideas about the Sergeant- 
‘Major. ‘Those he rapidly imbibes 
as ho becomes better acquainted 
avith the mysteries of soldiering. 
They are not likely to worry the 
Sergeant-Major, to go no higher 
up into the ranks of the criticised 
hierarchy. It is possible however 
‘that the Committee, in its discus- 
sions with the employers, will 
hear views on certain develop- 
ments. which have evoked 
wonder and some puzzle- 
ment in the minds of  poten- 
tial “recruits.

jin mind. ‘The Corps has too a 
long list of officers on the reserve 
J—a_very necessary provision 
lagainst expansion in the day of 
trouble, It is suggested however 
that the practice of volunteer 
leorps in absorbing former off- 
cers, now surplus to establish: 
ment, into the ranks of the pri 
vate, whether active or semi- 
reserve, might give the Corps 
more good material. These points 
jare thrown out tentatively for 
they seem to deserve considera 
tion and the present activities of 
the special Committee promise 
lattention to them.

THE NEW HOPE 


Jan. 8. 

Just before the end of the year 
the British Treasury published 
the national accounts for the 
period of nine months ending on 
Saturday. In brief, the accounts 
showed ‘an increase of £12 
million in revenue over the 
figures for the corresponding 
period of the previous year and a 
decrease of £94 million in ex- 
penditure. Tt is sufficient to cite 
those figures for at this stage 
information is not available to 
permit of an exhaustive analy: 
The main point is that "Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain is expected 
to be able to budget for a sur- 
plus—a pleasing change after so 
many deficits. ‘The British tax- 
payer has shouldered the burden 
‘of paying the national way with 
‘wonderful stoi ‘The inspir- 
ing Jead which the electors gave 
in the autumn of 1931 has been 
accepted by Mr. Ramsay M 
Donald's National Government 
and there has been no relaxation 
lof the effort to bring the finances 
‘of the country upon a sounder 
footing. The Government re- 
ceived s0 handsome a majority 
and withal so emphatic a vote of 
confidence that it would have 
been a gross dereliction of duty 
to falter in the task of pruning 
expenditure and stimulating 
revenue. Yet the outlook for the 
patient animal who pays taxes 
has been grim. It is not sur- 
prising that the prospect of a 
surplus revives hints of a redue- 
tion in the income-tax whereby 
‘the Government's main resoure 
have been developed. The Chai 
‘cellor of the Exchequer has been 
‘eautious in holding out hope but 
he may be fortified with the 
knowledge that a reduction of 
income tax could give a timely 
stimulus to the presently dis- 
‘cerned improvement in industry 
‘on which ile income-tax rates 
have a definitely deterrent offect. 
It cannot be said that the world 
situation lends itself to 
exuberant forecasts. — Defen 
budgets tend to bother hi 
pressed treasuries and_tariff- 
mongering militates against the 
rapid restoration of trade cur- 
rents, 

In Great Britain the Govern- 
mont is being advised to make 
reduction in the income-tax 
part of its goal. The healthier 
complexion of the finances is 
urged as a good reason for con- 
templating a bolder programme 
of economic,expansion. This, it 
is argued, will of itself minister 
to the trade revival. ‘There are 
many directions in which this 
policy might find profitable ex- 
pression. So far Mr. Chamber- 
Jain has been advisedly firm in 
resisting too eager demands for 
Government encouragement of 
public works. Yet the campaign 
against the slums, the magni- 
ficent work of the Central Elec- 
tricity Board and the road- 
improvement schemes of various 
local authorities could be greatly 
helped now by the Government's 
adoption of a progressive econo- 
mic policy. The genius of the 
Conservatism which is so strong

If, as seems probable, 
it has been able to weather the 
economic blizzard, the achieve- 
ment will be fraught with disas-| 
ter if it be allowed to afford 
grounds for preserving a master- 
ly inactivity. 

In short, the best use should be 
made of the present position to 
demonstrate to the world the 
capacity of the existing system 
for adapting itself to the new. 
needs of the country. The period 
of retrenchment has impelied a. 
certain restriction of measures. 
which have been designed to 
advance the social welfare of the 








‘people. A bold adoption of a.

as might accrue from an inten- 
sive housing scheme in further- 
ance of the Government's 
anti-slum campaign will do 
more to hearten the nation 
than anything else.

CONGRESS CHANCES 
Jan. 5. 
An unruly Congress was 
forecasted for President Roose- 
velt a few weeks back. A bitter 
fight over monetary policy was 
held to be in accordance with 


the precedents of American 
political history. When, in 
October, the President’ an- 
nounced his intention to 


establish a government market 
for gold in the United States, the 
calm of the political surface was 
broken. Up till then he had 
been able to count on completely 
national support, partly because 
of a general feeling that the re- 
covery of morale was wrapped 
up in whole-hearted endorse- 
ment of his Blue Eagle codes and 
the rest and partly because the 
buoyancy of the markets in the 
summer had created a definite 
feeling of satisfaction. ‘That 
buoyaney was in the essence a 
prospective capitalisation of. 
results vet to be achieved. When 
therefore Mr. Roogevelt's an- 
nouncement of October indicated 
his dissatisfaction with the 
amount and the extent of the 
price-raising accomplished and 
also his readiness, if need be, to 
go further in the direction of 
inflation, opposition became 
vocal. Mr. Al Smith and Mr. 
Walter Lippmann led the attack- 
ers. Mr. Dean Acheson, Dr. 
‘Sprague and Mr. Woodin, even- 
tually left the Presidential camp 
for variously assigned reasons. 
‘Mr. Morgenthau, a champion of 
the Middle West's inflationary 
ambitions, filled Mr. Woodin’s 
room at the Treasury. Thus the 
situation was radically altered. 
Tt had been thought that Con- 
gress would drive Mr. Roosevelt 




















to inflation. By his own defini- 
tion of policy, he had shown 


shown how to combine | 


Congress that inflation would be 
duly attempted, if the course of 
events dictated it. Yet, although 
Congress comes in like a lamb 
and genially applauds Mr. Roose- 
velt’s address, it is not safe to 
imagine that, when April dis 
perses it, the lamblike qualities 
Will be so markedly to the fore. 
‘The chances are that the voices 
of the plainly perturbed orthodox 
economists and — dispossessed 
bankers may have found echoes 
in Washington. ‘There is an 
‘ominous sound already in the 
messages which reflect the 
marset reactions and the aloof- 
ness of the Press from the 
emotional enthusiasm in Con- 
gress, Nor will it be the first 
time that Congress has started 
by applauding and remained to 
condemn, 

However that may be, Pre. 
sident Roosevelt. has scored 
another big personal success. 
He has tackled industrial re- 
covery from the bottom with the 
intention to make re-employment 
the creator of purchasing power 
which in turn is expected to 
stimulate production and restore 
trade, The set-back after the 
summer's mild boom has been 
attributed to seasonal influences 
and the opponents of inflation 
are maintaining that the Pre- 
sident can afford to let the 
normal improvement in revenue 
from stimulated trade and new 
taxation carry the nation 
through the crisis. The pressure 
of the farming States is all in 
favour of greenbacks as the 
short cut to relief from their 
present plight, If therefore the 
signs of improvement are much 
longer delayed—and President 
Roosevelt's speech is not reas- 
suring on that point—the in- 
flationary drive will be intensi- 
fied. The President's courage 
cannot be questioned: it is his 
Power of control of what the 
recent history of other countries 
has shown to bo uncontrollable, 
that may be canvassed, Pro- 
fessor Seligman has expressed 
perfect confidence in the coun- 
try's ability to make tae issue

fable by industry—and eventually 
hy the nation—under _presant 
conditions. No doubt there may: 
be a big advance in . politicale 
contro! over private industry, as 
has heen clearly forecasted’ by 
the sponsors of the N. R. A. 
scheme, but that is calculated to 
precipitate movements which 
may gravely prejudice the 
President's plans for controlled 
inflation, In the meantime it is 
necessary to repeat that the 
‘whole of his programme demands 
a prolonged trial before judg- 
ment can be finally passed. "It is 
suggested by some observers 
that Congress will have to wait 
for a considerable time lon 
before it can really decide 
whether the goal will be reached, 
Leaving out of account the 
political factor to which the 
results of the New York State 
election give some significance 
as well as the open revolt of the 
President's former supporters 
alveady named, it is difficult to 
see how Mr. Roosevelt can re- 
trace his steps. He is virtually 
pledged to inflation, if the 
price-raising programme is to be 
completed. He can complete it, 
in the last resort, by measures 
which might destroy confidence 
in the present system to a degree 
consonant only. with drastic 
currency upheavals, ‘The ques- 
tion is whether he can 80 work 
to his objective that credit and 
curreney will be given a much- 
needed freedom of action, Not 
otherwise can he expect to 
prevent a further intimidation 
of eapital and a consequent

Improved Regulations Put in 
Force 
Prow Ote OwN Conmxsroxoest 
Woehow Si, Dee. 27. 
‘The Bureau of Navigation which 
was established in Wachow but a 
Tow months ago is. rapidly. making 
its, presence felt in all forms of 
shipping interests and life upon the 
inland Kuangsi. Regula. 
regarding the capacity of

For this reason, if the 
fttitude of the masses appears to 
be one chiefly of indifference, it is

Released Victim Tells of 
Experiences, 
Faost Ota Own Coanrsroxvext 
Harbin, Dec. 20. 
Colonel V. A. Emlin, who returned 
to Harbin yesterday’ after having 
‘been in the hands of bandits since 
December 1, tells a terrible tale 
of the sufferings that he underwent 
While he resided in their camps. 


On December 1, he and two 
friends went out fishing on | the 
opposite side of the river, from 
Harbin, and had quite a good time 
Jon's small lake which abounds in 
fish.

must be borne. in mind that each 
Bid has a definite meaning. 

‘The premiums for slams in, Con- 
tract are well deserved rewards for 
titude and precision in the bid 
Ging, and are equally the ultimate 
test of both a system and a player. 

All slam bids depend upon the 
combined values of the partnershij 
hands, and with the help of Cul- 
ertson’s 1933. _methods It ig now 














possible to arrive at a small or 

grand slam by the sheer logic of
